OPPOSITION CHIEF DINI, GOVERNMENT EXCHANGE ACCUSATIONS 


Gouled's 'Tribalistic" Policy Denounced

[Text] Visiting Peris privately for a month, Ahmed Dini, who was prime minister of 
Djibouti from 14 Jaly to 17 December 1977, is now preparing to return to his coun- 
try. Head of the opposition since he resigned in order to mark his disagreement 
with Hassan Gouled, reelected president on 12 June, Dini has reportedly increased 
his semi-official contacts until his departure, planned for 14 July. 


"Either France will reconcile its national interests and the socialist options or 
it will continue to finance repression and oppression directly, and the situation 
in Djibouti will then evolve as it did in Chad." Of Afar nationality, while Hassan 
Gouled is Issa in origin, Dini, who for many years was one of the most loyal 

battle companions of the current chief of state, now denounces the “tribalist 
policy" of the latter and accuses France at the same time: "Since independence, 
the former mother country has exclusively supported the Issas. There is now no 
French technical assistant, not a single doctor or teacher, in Afar territory." 


Dini, who condemns the fact that "the Afar territory has lived for 4 years under 

a curfew." claims that Djibouti is living under "a veritable dictatorship." He 
specifies: "It is all a matter of scale. We have a small population, numerically 
speaking. Our territory is not large. The nature and weight of the Djibouti dic- 
tatorship are different from those of other African nations, but in our country 
also, political prisoners are being tortured to death." 


Nor is the leader of the Djibouti opposition only "disillusioned" by independence. 
He says he is "desperate" and asks: "What are the French leaders doing with their 
options? Are the people of Djibouti also worthy of democracy and justice or not?" 
Backed by his own experience, he adds: "In 1974, during the presidential campaign, 
I was the local leader for the candidate Mitterrand. Hassan Gouled is a retired 
Gaullist who has never been a socialist, but he successively belonged to the RPF 
[Rally of the French People], the UNR [Union for the New Republic], the UDF [French 
Democratic Union]." 


Finally, Dini emphasizes the fact that none of the main demands formulated by the 
nationalists under colonialism has yet been met: elimination of prostitution, a ban 








on the sale of Qat -- a local drug used as a mood elevator -- and destruction of 
the dam isolating the city of Djibouti from the rest of the territory. 


In this connection, he states: "Prostitution has developed so alarmii.gly that the 
cadi of Djibouti has personally headed up the campaign against it. Daily local 
consumption of Qat has gone from 3 tons before indepe:dence to 8 tons today. The 
wall of shame erected by the underground army is still in place, useless, because 
the population of Djibouti has doubled in 4 years."

[Text] Ahmed Dini, still the same, ceaselessly works at creating an image of a 
politicai leader, which he has not been able to do in his own country. 


Since his departure from the government in 1977, he has stepped up his capricious 
and lying statements that sometimes border on madness. Despite his eloquence, his 
contradictory affirmations only discredit him with those whose backing he seeks. 
The latest is the statement that appeared in the 14 July 1981 LE MONDE. 


What does he say that is new? Actually, he only repeats the same refrain of divi- 
sion and a so-called antagonism between the two main components of the Djibouti 
nation. 


"The north is living under a curfew," he said. 


We have already heard this and it has been verified and contradicted by observers 
and journalists from that same newspaper (see the article by Langelier, LE MONDE, 
10 June 1981). Did he not once state that the people in the north were dying of 
thirst because of the established government? There also, foreign observers 
ascertained the truth (see Andre Landouze's article in TEMOIGNAGE CHRETIEN). 


He also dares to speak of a dam. 


Is it necessary to remind him that it is he who erected the dam, which he had elec- 
trified and strewn with mines when he held the sinister role of minister of the 
interior of the so-called local government under the colonial government? It is 
not necessary to point out that the people of Djibouti still have an unenviable 
memory of that fascist. 


There is no more dam, Mr Dini! Rest assured and sleep well, if the memory still 
haunts you. 


One question must be asked: Does Dini not yet know that the Republic of Djibouti 
exists, sovereign and independent? 


What does he expect of the new French leaders when he addresses to them that veiled 
threat of the "Chadization" of the Republic of Djibouti? There can be no doubt 


that this bitter man has been surpassed by the events. 








The Republic of Djibouti maintains privileged relations with the French Government, 
relations based on respect and mutual interest, just as it maintains relations with 
a large number of other nations in the world. 


Let us look at a few more statements by our dear Dini. 


He states that there is not a single French technical assistant, not one doctor, 
not one teacher, in Afar territory. 


Is it possible that he does not yet know tnat from Ali-Sabieh to Obock, passing 
by Dikhil and Tadjourah, all the school and health establishments are operating 
normally and without technical assistants? It is the sons of this country who 
head them admirably well. 


Yes, that is what independence is, Mr Dini: gradually taking over the affairs of 
one's own country. ' 


Obviously the children of that bourgeois are being cared for in Europe! 


His opportunism causes him to forget who campaigned for Francois Mitterrand in 

1974 and in what election district in Djibouti he obtained the majority. Well, 

if Dini has lost his memory, let us remind him that it was Hassan Gouled who organ- 
ized the campaign and obtained the majority in favor of Francois Mitterrand in his 
area -- that is, the second district of Djibouti City. The files still exist and 
the friends of the French Socialist Party are alive and happy, moreover. 


It was Hassan Gouled who also worked and obtained the majority in the same district 
for the candidate Alain Poher, supported by the French left in 1969 when the newly 
"socialist" Dini was the local leader of the campaign of candidate Georges Pompidou. 


At any rate, the people of Djibouti will never forget the active part played by the 
French left in their fight to regain dignity and freedom. They will be grateful to 
it. 


Concerning the cry of despair of that man nostalgic for division and hatred, let 
him know once and for all that no force will break the national unity and freedom 
so cearly acquiv-ed by the Djibouti people. 


Prime Minister Sets Reccrd Straight

fication in its entirety. 





Dear Editor: 


The 11,338 issue of LE MONDE, dated 14 July 1981, publishes an article by Philippe 
Decraene entitled "Ahmed Dini Denounces the Tribalist Policy of President Gouled." 


The remarks reported in the article contain so many untruths in so few lines, by a 
man who unsuccessfully aspires to play the role of "leader of the opposition" in his 
country, that I am led, as prime minister of the Republic of Djibouti, to ask for 
space in your columns, 


It is not a question of beginning a controversy, but of stating the facts, of which 
your reporter is well aware in all their complexity, no matter what his previous 
positions may have been regarding the independence of our country (see his investi- 
gation published in LE MONDE of 4 and 5 July 1980 and that of Langellier of 12 June 
1981). 


Let us say, first of ali, that it is normal for an opponent to express his disagree- 
ment with the policies of an existing government, whose prime minister is Afar, 
along with several of its members. This shows the s_undness of our young democracy 
and consequently, that the famous "Afar problem" is not what Dini is trying to cre- 
ate. 


However, I cannot fail to respond to the scarcely veiled appeal for French interven- 
tion in the choice of our sovereign nation's leaders. This is contrary to our ~ 
national dignity and to the international morals which President Francois Mitterrand 
intends to restore in relations between France and the African countries. 


A few simple facts give French public opinion a more precise idea of a situation, 
the aftereffect of colonialism, which the vigor of President Gouled's policies 

and the support of the great majority of the Djibouti people are making it possible 
to resolve. 


The policy of peace and of Djibouti's neutrality in particular, within the framework 
of the conflicts now bloodying the Horn of Africa, would not have been crowned with 
success if the unity of its sons: Somalis, Afars or Arabs, had not cemented the 
unity of our country. Those who thought that the independence of our country was 

a "dangerous illusion" may be disappointed. The violent facility of a few did 

not satisfy their hopes. 


The abandonment of Afar territory is the result of colonization and particularly 
the creation by it of our capital and the railroad, which reduced the regional 
economic role of Tadjourah and Obock to nothing. 


As soon as independence was achieved, President Gouled tried to reverse that move- 
ment. The first industrial investment was made in Afar territory. It was a water 
plant that is already beginning to bear fruit, not for camels, but for the children 
of men. 


What is more, within the framework of the establishment of our policy of democracy 
and regional development, the north and the south will have new economic activities. 
Studies and agreements will, in the north, upgrade the mining and energy resources 
of Lake Assal, organize the protection of the Day Forest and also, within an area 











of 50 to 100 kilometers, restore green areas and fight the encroachment of the 
desert. At the Obock port, fishing and thermic activities will be promoted. 


It is easier for Dini to shine in cliches than it is to work as our government 
does tor the entire population, without distinctions as to ethnic groups, including 
his own. 


When some have dreamed, led astray by the attraction of the Kalashnikovs and gre- 
nades. of extending the misfortunes of regional wars to our emerging nation, Dini 
made his choice. The government and all the people made theirs. While the former 
group tried to cut the north off from the south and provoke a tribal confrontation, 
the government doubled the means of maritime relations (are we responsible for 

the Assal fault?) and assured civil peace solely through civil jurisdictions, the 
moderation of the judiciously chosen penalties, the measures of clemency and the 
releases ordered by President Gouled do justice to the accusations of tyranny and 
bloody dictatorship that astound those who know our country and the man of peace, 
moderation and patience which our president is. 


It is the unity of our people through all its ethnic groups that enabled Djibouti 
to take in all those from other countries, whatever their origin, driven by war, 
who have found shelter in our country. Could France itself have welcomed into its 
territory the equivalent of 10 percent of its population, as Djibouti has done? 


That also does justice to the allegation of the "dam isolating the city of Djibouti." 
For the sake of history, let us recall that it was set up by Dini himself, then 

the merciless minister of interior of tne colonial government still remembered by 

the people. President Gouled forbade the dam to continue playing the role of 

police and segregation th. had so sadly fallen to it. The proof: Inside it, 

the population of the city has doubled. On the outside, Balbala has grown tenfold, 
whea that suburb was periodically razed by the colonial government, and circulation 
between the zones is free. 


It is true that in 4 years, we have not solved the problems of poverty and under- 
development or, along with them, the overconsumption of Qat and the scourge of 
peostitution, but it is not enough to speak about these things in Paris and to live 
off one's land income and parliamentar, indemnifications in Djibouti in order to 
solve them. : 


One must also plan the fight against speculative increases in prices, improve hous- 
ing, create jobs and ensure a better distribution of national income within a demo- 
eratic tramework and financial ana monetary stability. I hope we can talk about 
these things in 2 years. Djibouti's political success has surprised many. Its 
economic and social success will do the same. 


In the meantime, our government has tried to satisfy one of the most essential 
human rights, fortunately forgotten in Europe but terribly pressing in our country: 
that of having access to drinking water. In 4 years of independence, Djibouti has 
drilled in the bush and the desert more wells than during 100 years of colonization 
anc they are there to prove, contradicting the lies, that the north has had its 
share

For the rest, I refer you to the response of our newspaper LA NATION. 


In conclusion, may I tell our French f:iends: Di not allow yourselves to scorn 
Africa. It has serious difficulties, but recognize that it deserves better than 
prejudice. What would have happened to your peace if Djibouti, at the mouth of 
the Red Sea and the entry to the Indian Ocean, had not known how or been able to 
resist the solicitations contrary to its policy of neutrality and true nonalign- 
ment? It achieved this only through the unity of its people and international 
cooperation. France's role is extremely important. 


It is amidst peace that human rights are built, for they do not come ready-made. 
Whatever Europe's immense contribution, they remain the result of a constant strug- 
gle of peoples, sometimes against their own history. Djibouti, which has placed 
its foundation and oath under their auspices, is involved in the struggle. It is 
not enough to be emotionally moved.

DETAILS ON EXPLORATION, EXPLOITATION OF OIL 

Wed Oil Activities 
Libreville L'UNION in French 18 Jun 81 p 4 
[Article by Jean Bilinga: '"'The 0il Hopes for Ayol II"] 


[Text] Minister of State for Mines, Energy and Hydraulic Resources Edouard-Alexis 
Mbouy-Boutzit granted an interview on Tuesday morning, 16 June, to the president 
and general director of the Wed Gabon 0il SA company. Mr Mbou Ossamy, director 

of technical affairs at the ministry, was also present. 


The visit being paid by Mr Ichiro Matsumoto coincides with the discovery of indi- 
cations of oil last month at the Ayol II site, which this Japanese company is 
exploiting along with ELF [Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France] Gabon 
Copeeaket} in a 70-30 percent partnership. 


The first estimates for Ayol II suggest production of 1,082 barrels per day, 
according to a Tokyo source. This would mean an annual production of 58 to 60,000 
tons. The drilling of this sixth Wed Oil well between 10 and 14 May 1981 thus has 
yielded promising results. However, it will be necessary to await related tests 
to confirm the profitability of this oil sheet, which is a part of the Assouka 
concession, and exploitation will not begin until next September or October. 


Wed Oil, after acquiring the Assouka prospecting concession in October 1973, made 
substantial investment efforts. It expects to spend 5.946 trillion CFA francs in 
1981 and its overall investment for the 1973-1982 period will come to 14.697 
trillion CFA francs, according to the financial official, Mr Tsuguo Onoda. 


The initial wells drilled (in Ngole, Loba, Gardon, Nsina and Mouveni) yielded no 
results. Then luck turned and Ayol II raised hopes. 


Another Japanese company, Mitsubishi, is operating in Gabon, exploiting the Baliste 
concession to the north of the Ayol site, in conjunction with ELF Gabon. The 
presence of these Japanese companies shows the increasing interest of that country, 
which is heavily dependent on oil resources, btecause it consumes 236 million tons 
annually (4.8 million barrels per day). 











Other Companies' Efforts

[Text] Oil production in Gabon is experiencing an increasing decline, to judge from 
the estimates of the hydrocarbons office in Libreville. In fact, the total of 
8,894,702 tons produced in 1980 is expected to drop to about 6 million tons in 1981, 
representing an average daily production of 152,000 barrels. 


However, glimpses of light through these cloudy prospects serve to revive the 
enthusiasm of oilmen. We have discussed the hopes of the Japanese Wed Gabon )il 
company (See Thursday, 13 June 1981 issue) concerning the Assouka concession. Today 
we will comment on the results achieved by the Amoco Gabon Exploration Company at 
the Inguessi Marine concession. 


Let us note, moreover, that a confusion occurred in connection with our earl-er 
article. The daily output of 1,082 barrels per day pertains to Ayol I, discovered 

in 1979, rather than to Ayol II. Its exploitation will begin in 2 months or so, the 
relatively long period between discovery and the beginning of operations being due, 
among other things, to the order placed for a marine platform. As to Ayol II, it 
proved unproductive. When the drilling encountered a clayey structure this week, the 
well was abandoned and efforts turned to the next wells--Ayol III, Ayol IV, etc. 


Where the Amoco discovery is concerned, the Amoco Gabon Exploration Company (an 
affiliate of Standard Oil of Indiana) and the Ministry of Mines published simul- 
taneous press releases in Chicago and Libreville last 19 May following a series of 
final tests completed on 12 May 1981. It appears that a drilling undertaken by the 
Hudson Bay platform in an area covering 1,391 square km of the Inguessi Marine 
concession, 86 km co the southeast of Port Gentil, justified the hopes of the pros- 
pectors, because well No IMB-4 revealed exploitable quantities of oil. 


The measured density of this crude oil is 36° API [American Petroleum Institute], 
which means crude oil of excellent quality comparable to the Lucina product. The 
output here, stabilized by means of a 32/64-inch pipe, is 2,100 barrels per day, 
while the pressure at the wellhead is 970 PSI [pounds per square inch], which should 
yield some 105,000 tons annually. 


Within the same framework, another drilling has been undertaken 6.8 km away from the 
producing well, in another structure at the point known as IMB-5. This well, being 
drilled on the same concession, will exceed 1,000 feet in depth. The Inguessi 
Marine concession has had a checkered history, being held successively by ELF 
[Gasoline and Lubricants Company of France] Gabon and ESSO, which abandoned pros- 
peccing after having drilled 16 unproductive wells. Amoco took over the exploration 
of this vast area, and has achieved relatively rapid success, since the company did 
not begin operations in Libreville until 2 May. 


The name Amoco Gabon Exploration Company in fact covers five companies: Amoco Oil 
(50 percent), Wintershall (18.5 percent), British Petroleum (15 percent), Lingen 
(8.25 percent) and Preussag (8.25 percent). Amoco has explored four concessions in 
Gabon under four different names--Gombe Marine, Omboue Sud Marine, Iguela and 
Inguessi Marine, in association with other 011 companies such as Gulf Gabon, 
Hispanoil and Gulf Canada. 














The discovery at IMB-4 followed ups and downs which cost the company a fortune 
earlier. In fact, the general director of Amoco, George W. Trump, explained, tech- 
nicians were working at this well when two serious accidents occurred. The first 
was a sudden eruption of gas under high pressure (blowout) at a depth of 2,000 feet 
(600 meters). 


Then the tripod of the Hudson Bay platform, one of the "jack-up" type, was damaged 
by violent submarine currents. It was towed to Port Gentil, where it had to go 
under repairs which were costly mainly in terms of the suspension of its work-- 
$70,000 a day for a total of 37 days, yielding the astronomical total of 725 million 
CFA francs! This total includes the cost of work suspension for a helicopter and 
two logistic support vessels, but did not include the idling land personnel. 


We should note in conclusion that 74.5 percent of the output of the well, which will 
not exceed 5,000 barrels per day, will go to the Gabonese government according to 
the regulatory provisions, the balance of the crude oil being allocated to the 
various foreign partners, prorated on the basis of their financial contributions.

SECOND FUEL PRICE INCREASE THIS YEAR ANNOUNCED

[Excerpt] The prices of various fuels have been increased again, effective today, 

15 June 1981, over the whole of the national territory. This is, in fact, according 
to the minister of economy and finance, a technical adjustment of prices necessitated 
basically by the sudden recovery on the money market of the American dollar, the 
currency on which the purchases of crude oil the SOGARA [Gabonese Refining Company] 
needs to meet our domestic demand for oil products are based. 


This deve lopment is reflected in an increase of 2.70 percent in the retail price 
for premium, 2.85 percent for regular and 6.40 percent for gas oil. 


It will be recalled that last 10 April fuel prices were already increased by 9 per- 
cent as a result of the provisions of Decree No 0043 promulgated by the minister of 
economy and finance, which has today been revoked. Thus the price of premium in 
Libreville is going from 180 to 185 francs and gas oil from 93.5 to 99.5 francs. 

The prices in Port Gentil are the same as in Libreville. In Lambarene, on the other 
hand, premium is going up from 185 to 191.5 francs, regular gasoline from 179 to 
185.5 francs, and gas oil from 102 to 108.5 francs. The price of premium is going 
from 187 to 193.5 francs in Tchibanga and Makokou, and in the latter locality regular 
is increasing from 180 to 186.5 and gas oil from 101 to 108.5. In Oyem, premium is 
going from 188 to 194.5 francs, regular from 181 to 187.5, and gas oil from 102 to 
109.5. In Franceville, premium is increasing from 186 to 192.5 francs, regular from 
182 to 188.5, and gas oil from 102 to 109.5. In Koulamoutou, premium is going from 
186 to 192.5 francs, regular from 181 to 187.5 and gas oil from 101 to 108.5.

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UNITED STATES IS CRITICIZED FOR ITS ANGOLAN POLICY

[Text] For a long time now South Africa has been trying to destabilize Angola with 
continued provocatory border incursions. 


South Africa has also made use of its Angolan rebel puppets, UNITA (a movement aim- 
ing at the total independence of Angola). 


But it is now plain that South Africa does not want this type of arrangement. In- 
stead it is bent on achieving its objective unaided. South African Prime Minister 
P. W. Botha even admitted as much, 


As South Africa sends its forces to attack Angola it should remember that the con- 
flict may escalate into a sharp confrontation with Angola. The latter is now on 
record as saying that it will no longer tolerate such aggression. 


This is the first time Angola has issued such a sharply worded warning. 


Angolan president Jose Eduardo Dos Santos has already asked the current OAU Chairman 
President Daniel arap Moi to help end the aggression. 


He has also asked for an urgent meeting ot the UN Security Council to debate the is- 
sue, 


At the same time there are indications he is mobilizing for a bitter struggle. 

For a long time South African aggression was played down by other nations that the 
United States and South Africa misled into believing that UNITA, under Savimbi's 
leadership, was reputedly the authentic government of Angola. 


This is what made Angola decide to bring in Cuban troops for defense assistance. 


It is now clear that Dos Santos will use those Cuban troops in the present confronta- 
tion, thus sharply escalating the conflict.

A bloody clash could be averted if the Reagon administration would quit encourag- 
ing UNITA and South Africa to continue their maneuvering. 


Moreover, the large U.S. oil companies operating in Angola belie American claims 
that the present regime in Angola is not the legitimate representative of the 
people. 


Even some members of the U.S. Congress have said it makes no sense to undermine the 
Angolan regime. 


Despite such criticism and even the risk of a serious outbreak of war, the Reagan 
administration refuses to budge its stance and have any further dealings with Angola 
which has stated that the Cuban troops are helping confront the South Africans. 


If the United States continues its propaganda aimed against Dos Santos' government, 
Reagan will be forced to recognize that the nations of the world now know the truth 
about Angola and are prepared to support it. 

Consequently, even if the United States deceitfully declares "it regrets any ac- 


tivities leading to a confrontation in that region," it will not succeed in fooling 
the world on the issue of Angola.

Cost of Electricity 

There are basically two cle- 
ments in the cost of gencrating 
electricity: 

a) Capital cost of plant and 
machinery including dams and 
drilling. 

b) Running charges for opera- 
tion and fuel. 

While the cost of gencratim 
depends upon the type of, and 
utilisation of plant, its locaton 
and its source of energy, the 
following table gives an approx- 
mate indication of the relative 
costs of gencration for different 
sources of cncrgy. 
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As can be seen from the 
above, Hydro and Geothermal 
have high capital costs and low 
running costs, compared to ther- 
mai plant using oil or coal. Dur- 
ing the past seven or cight years, 
there has been considcrable in- 
flation in the capital costs, and’ 
this trend is likely to continuc. 
For example, Gitaru Hydro- 
electric me (140MW) was 

in 1978 at a total cost 

ofa K£48 million. The next 
h clectnc project on Tana, 
iambere, which will also have 
an installed capacity of 140MW 
is cstimated to cost ab. at K£215 
million o.; today's paces, and 
will cost about milhon 
when complcicd in 1985/86. The 


reason for this considerably 
more cos! is not only inflation, 
but also the remoteness of Kiam- 
bere and its less attractive site 
compared to Gitaru. This trend 
will continue for all future hydro 
developments at Tana or eclse- 
where in Kenya.

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TRADE UNION ELECTIONS TURN TEMPESTUOUS

THE impression created in Kenya's 
labour movement at the moment is that 
the 31 member Central Crganisation of 
Trade Unions (Cotu), whose grip on the 
organisation of the country’s labour force 
has seldom been challenged, is now 
threatened with disintegration. And that 
is not all. It is already being said within 
trade union circles that the Cotu elections, 
scheduled to be held at Kisumu’s Labour 
College on September 12, may be 
cancelled yet again. This is because of 
the on going exchange between the 
pro-Cotu administration, the All Work- 
ers group, and the Labour Front group. 
Despite this gloomy picture, the secreta- 
ry-general of Cotu, Mr. Juma Boy, as well 
as the registrar of trade unions and the 
ministry of labour, have agreed that 
the elections will certainly be held as 
scheduled. 

After the Cotu polls were postponed 
from May 9 this year by the body's 
executive board, it seemed that the 
tension gripping the rival groups shortly 
before that date had relaxed. There was 
silence until Boy demanded, early last 
month, that all affiliate unions should 
submit lists of the ordinary members they 
intended tosend to the forthcoming Cotu 
polls. Ina letter of July 14, Boy instructed 
that the lists be submitted to the Cotu 
headquarters within 11 days to enable 
him to inform individual members to 
attend the polls as provided by the Cotu 
constitution. The following day, Boy 
wrote to the registrar saying that some 
unions be disciplined for their reluctance 
in sending their ordinar” delegates list. 


These were the Kenya Local Government 
Workers Union, the Kenya Management 
Staff Association, the Kenya Union of 
Scientific, Research, Technicakand 
Allied Employees and the Dock Workers 
Union — all members of tie Labour 
Front. 


That was when the lid blew off. Boy's 
instructions were received grudgingly by 
the Labour Front who claimed that was 
not constitutional. When the deadline for 
the submission of the list expired, only the 
Dock Workers Union had submitted their 
list. The union’s secretary-general, Mr. 
Ishmael Yunis, reacted immediately by 
claiming that he had received the 
instructions just before the deadline. He 
claimed then that Boy, whom he had 


- Ousted from the union leadership last 


year, was seeking to bar the Dock Workers 
Union from participating in the Cotu 
elections. After the Yunis outburst, other 
unions in the Labour Front group then 
spoke, but only aftersubmitting their lists 


of delegates to Cotu headquarters. Their 
spokesman was Mr. Walter Adell, the 


secretary-general of the Kenya Manage- 
ment Staff Association who seemed to 
have been personally stung by the fact 
that of his list of five ordinary delegates he 
had submitted, Boy had deleted one 
name. Adell, who claimed to be speaking 
on behalf of the rest, told The Weekly 
Review that Boy’s instructions did not 
conform with the requirements of the 
Cotu constitution and were intended to 
exclude “certain affiliate unions” from 
participating in the elections. Adell had 
even suspected that a plot was being 
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hatched to postpone the Cotu elections 
once again. “It looks clear to me that Boy. 
wishes to raise a constitutional furore and 
thereby find cause for postponing the 
elections once again,” he said. For some 
reason, Boy decided not to issue a 
rejoinder contrary to expectations. 
The ministry of labour and the 
registrar of trade unions seem to have 
decided to keep out of the constitutioi.al 
debate between Boy and the Labour 
Front group. Atthe endoflast month, the 
labour commissioner, Mr. J. M. Mutugi, 


said that the registrar was the ideal 
arbitrator over the issue. And then, an 
official in the office of the registrar said he 
“did not see anything wrong” with Boy’s 
instructions. But in spite of this uncer- 
tainty over the legality of Boy's instruc- 
tions, everything appeared to go into a 
calm with reports that Yunis had finally 
submitted his list, the matter seemed to 
have reached a conclusive end. 

After a pause of sev ral days, it was the 
pro-Boy, All Workers Group's steering 
committee, which shattered the calm. 
The committee errupted just after the 
Kenya Engineering Workers Union com- 
pleted its elections and asserted that the 
Labour Front was planning to sabotage 
the forthcoming Cotu polls. The claim 
was made at a press conference on 
Wednesday last week by the committee 
chairman, Mr. Ali Mohamed, who 
recently ousted Nairobi's deputy mayor, 
Councillor Chadwick Adongo from the 
leadership of the Union of Posts and 
Telecommunications Employees. The 
claim must have been prompted by the 
constitutional tussle between Boy and the 
Labour Front. It was even suggested that 
the presence of the steering committee, 
over the Boy/ Labour Front group tussle, 
was a strategy planned by Boy. Moham- 
med’s claim was given weight by the 
presence at the press conterence of Mr. 
Ochola Ogaye Mak'Anyengo of the 
Railways and Harbours Union, Mr. John 
Malii of the Transport and Allied 


tactfull. He preached industrial* peace 
which he claimed the steerig committee 
was attempting to mar. But he Lastened 
to add that the committee was in effect “a 
marriage of convenience” which had a 
specific mission to accomplish. On 
Monday this week, Mohamed and his 
associates decided not to let go Adell’s 
remarks. This time the committee 
claimed that they had the support of some 
18 affiliate unions and they are currently 
working on alist of candidates they intend 
to support for Cotu seats. 

As this exchange continues, particu- 
larly when the steering committee releas- 
es the list of their chosen candidates on 
September 4 as promised, there is as yet 
no sign that the Cotu polls will be 
postponed once again. The main reasons 
for the postponement of the polls 
last May was that some five unions 
had not completed their elections 
and that some unions, particularly 
the Labour Front group, were reluc- 
tant to submit the lists of their 
ordinary delegates. However, Cotu 
headquarters at the moment says 
that all the unions have presented 
their respective lists of ordinary 
members for the polls. On the other 
hand, although the Kenya Engineering 
Workers Union held its national 
elections in Mombasa on August 9, 
Mr. Charles Mboya, the former 
general secretary of the union, is 
challenging the election of the new 
general secretary, Mr. Justus Mulei, 
but the ministry of labour and Cotu 
feel that that is not sufficient 
reason to postpene the elections. 
Mutugi is certain that the polls will 
be held. 


For Boy, it does not seem likely that | 


he will have the elections postponed. 


This is because, first, there is mounting 
pressure within and outside Cotu to hold 
the elections because it is generally 
believed that proper elections have not 
been held since 1972. The elections of 
1975 were only those of the secretariat 
staff while last year the elections 

were postponed twice and this year ouce. 
Second, the High Court case filed by 


Workers Union and Mr. Jacob Ochino 
who is Boy's deputy in the Kenya 
Petroleum Oil Workers Union. 

These claiu.s provoked the Labour 
‘Front group, as expected, although it 
had been rumoured that the Labour 
Front group had been cautioned by the 
minister for labour, Mr. Titus Mbathi, 
not to engage in verbal exchanges. Two 
days later, Adell made a response on 
behalf of his group, which was quite 
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by Mr. G.K. Gachuuru against last 
year's election of Boy and Ochino 
in the Kenya Petroleum 0il Workers 
Union must have been nightmares for 
Boy. It therefore must have come as 
a relief when the court ruled that 
the case could not be heard before 
the Cotu polls as had been requested 
by Gachuuru. Before the court ruling 
on Monday this week, it was rumoured 
in trade union circles that if the 
court had heard the case and then 
declared the elections of Boy and 
Ochino null and void, Boy would have 
faced certain constitutional barriers 
in his candidacy for the polls. 

Boy's associates are certainly 
prepared for opposition from the 
Labour Front group during the forth- 
comiug polls and especially from 
Mr. James Karebe, the general 
secretary of the Kenya Local 
Government Workers Union, whom they 
have chosen as a candidate for the 
top post of secretary-general. The 
group has still to announce the rest 
of the linem for the Cotu polls but 
trade union insiders say that except 
for Karebe, the rest may be satis- 
fied with positions in the Cotu 
executive board or other less 
prominent posts. 

One other cloud, however, hangs 
on the horizon of Boy and his group. 
The line-up of Mak'Anyengo, Ochino, 
Mulei and Mohamed may not wish to 
support Boy without getting back 
dividends. Ticn there is also the 
general secretary of the Amal- 
gamated Union of Kenya Metal 
Workers, Mr. Fred Omido, who is 
also (otu'’s chairman but has not 
made clear his intentions for the 
polls. Most likely, he may either 
choose to form an alliance with the 
Labour Front or form an individual 
grouping. Should he decide to do 
the latter, he will be at odds in 
trying to re-capture his seat. As 
for the Boy group, it is unlikely 


that they will accept Omido, mainly 
because Omido supported Mr. Elijah 
Odera to oppose Boy in the petroleum 
oil workers union last year 


after Boy had been ousted by Yunis and 
was frantically windowshopping for a 
union to represent. 

As for the rest of Boy's associates, a 
cloud of uncertainty iooms over the posts 
they wish to get although Mohamed says 
that the steering committee would 
amicably agree on who gets what. Mulei, 
for instance, has been a close associate of 
Boy formany years, and quite often lately 
he has acted in Boy's post when the latter 
is away. Mulei therefore has been 
described as the probable successor to 
Boy in the light of talk that Boy may soon 
get some additional government respon- 
sibilities. Then there is Mohamed, who 
since ousting Adongo and defecting from 
the Labour Front group, has been in the 
forefront of the All Workers Group. The 
extraordinary vigour with which he has 
since supported Boy has left no doubt at 
all that he has nothing to do with the 
Labour Front group. For this, Mohamed 
must expect some reward. What he is said 
to have an eye on is to be Boy's deputy. 

Mak’Anyengo too, a veteran trade 
unionist, must be expecting some reward 
not more so much because he has been a 
uscful reinforcement in Boy's team, but 
because he has devoted most of his public. 
life to trade unionism. While last year, 
just prior to his election to the Railway 
and Harbours Union, he was sure that he 
had no interest in Cotu posts, Mak’ Anye- 


ngo hada different story this week. “As an 
old serving trade unionist, I would offer to 
serve Cotu. . . I leave it to my group to 
consider what capacity I can serve Cotu 
best,” he said. It seems very likely that 
Mak’Anyengo would not settle for any- 


thing lower than the post of deputy 
secretary general. But, probably the 
oddest personal casualty of this turn- 
about inthe pro- Boy group is Ochino: He 
stood down in favour of Boy in the 
elections of the petroleum oil workers 
union and contented himself as Boy's 
deputy reportedly in anticipation of 
becoming Boy's deputy in Cotu. How: 
ever, now the field is not quite as open as 
he would have liked it to be. 

Mr. Were Dibo Ogutu, the general 
secreiary ofthe Kenya Chemical Workers 
Union, mayalsoneed the assistance of the 





Labour Front group if he is to retain his 
post of treasurer-general in Cotu. Ogutu 
has kept alow profile in Cotu rivalries but 
he briefly broke his silence after Boy 
unsuccessfully attempted to oust him. 
That incident could have dealt the last 
straw in whatever relationship Boy and 
Ogutu had andit would be little wonder if 
some of the Boy associates are not eyeing 
Ogutu’s Cotu post. There is even talk 
within trade union circles that Ochino, 
who unsuccessfully challenged Ogutu in 
the elections of the Kenya Chemical 
Workers Union early this year, may be the 
All Workers Group candidate for the post 
of treasurer-general in the Cotu polls. 
One likely barrier for Ochino, however, is 
that there is an established tradition in 
Cotu that only principal officers of the 
affiliate unions (chairman, secretary- 
general and treasurer) are usually elected 
to Cotu posts. Should the majority of the 
delegates at the Cotu polls go by this, then 
it will have to be another long wait for 
Ochino. 

Even as many in Cotu contend that 
rivalry in Cotu is a catching disease, and 
that an epidemic is raging in Cotu now, 
Mohamed does not see that rivalry 
surfacing within the All Workers Group. 
Mohamed, like the rest of his associates, 
is non-commital about his personal 
ambitions in Cotu, but is certain that 
there will be a satisfactory selection for 
respective candidancy in his group. “We 
do not have anybody here (All Workers 
Group) who is ambitious. . . We will sort 
out everything fine,” he said this week. 
Whatever the case may be, the Cotu 
elections, if they take place after nearly 
ten years, May come up with suprises. 
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POLICE DISPERSE STRIKING MILL WORKERS

RIOT police yester- 
day dispersed over 
1,500 striking 
workers of four mills 
in Kikuyu. 

Earlier, the workers had 
greeted Labour officials 
from Kiambu with chants 
of ““No money, no work,” 
as they asked the 
employees to resume work. 

The workers are claiming that 
they are being ill-treated and vic- 
timised by the managements of 
Steel Rolling Mills, Stee! 
Fasteners, Stee! Foundry and S. 
Industrial Factories. 

They alleged that one of the 
directors even slapped a 
shopsteward gnd that some ot the 
workers have had their ‘fingers 
chopped off by machines and 
nobody bothers about them”’. 

The firms are said to be inter- 
related and some of the directors 
are common to all four mills 


which are situated next to each 
other. 

The managing director of the 
four firms, Mr. R. D. Patel, told 
the Nation the workers were 
sacked because the strike was 
illegal. 

he strike began on Monday 
when negotiations between the 
management, the Labour Depart- 
ment and the workers were 
deadlocked. The workers’ sloga: 
was: ‘No better treatment and 
money, no services.” 


Mr. Patel said the trouble 
started when an employee was 
warned against — to duty 
drunk. But the matter, he added, 
was resolved by Monday evening. 

He said the employees had 
agreed to resume work at 5 p.m. 
in the presence of Labour officials. 
He said he was surprised when 
the strike continued yesterday. 

Mr. Patel said the workers had 
no dispute with the companies 
but with their union, the Kenya 
Engineering Workers’ Union. But 
he did not say what the dispute 
with the union was about.

He warned: "I am prepared to close the company. ‘'e have to get new people and 
whoever wants any job, even the former employees, have to apply anew." 


Mr. Ernest Lumula, a shopsteward, said a worker was summarily dismissed on Monday 
after being accused of drunkenness and coming to duty late.

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WIDE SALARY GAP EXISTS BETWEEN CITIZENS, NONCITIZENS

A WIDE GAP exists be- 
tween the salaries of the 
citizen and non-citizen 
business executives in 
Nairobi. Non-citizens 
usually get 50 per cent 
more than citizen execu- 
tives. 

A menaging director of 
a large Nairobi company 
gets an average salary of 

hs. 22,275 per month. If 
fringe benefits are added, 
this figure is swelled to 
nearly Shs. 24,000. 


However, a Yenya citizen 
managing director is normally 
paid only Shs. 16,400 per month 
as basic salary while a non- 
cinzen gets Shs. 25.300 per 
month. 

These figures were published 
yesterday, based on ~ |981 sur- 
vev of salanes and fi:nge be- 
nefits for Nairobi by Internation- 
al Business Consultants Limited. 

The data was provided by 658 
Nairob: companies on 604 job 
wolders and covers the salaries 
and benefits to top level man- 
power in the private sector. 

The average salary of a chief 
accountant is Shs.

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NATROBI CRIME SAID NOT AIMED SPECIFICALLY AT AMERICANS

READERS of the International Herald Tribune in 
Kenya must be scared to death, particularly if they 
happen to be Americans. This is because the 
newspaper's issue of August 17 carried a story that 
all but says there is a crime syndicate in Na:robi 
which has Americans as its sole targets. 

The story had an American peg, to use the 
trade jargon. An American woman journalist cover- 
ing the United Nations Conference on New and 
Renewable Sources of Energy was shot during a 
robbery and died later. Like all deaths of human 
beings in the hands of others, the death was a sad 
one. 

In an apparent effort to make the story of more 
interest to Americans, the paper’s correspondent 
accumulated some figures on crime against 
Americans in Kenya. A US Embassy spokesman 
was quoted as saying that “there had been a signifi- 
cant increase in violent crime against Americans 
here... with 51 cases reported since November’’. In 
addition, the homes of 17 embassy officials have 
been burglarised, presumably during that period. 

But that is not all. Four Americans have been 
killed previously, presumably since Americans 
started visiting or living in Kenva. And even plain 
living appears extremely hazardous tor Americans, 
particularly embassy officials. They have night 
watchmen, steel gates and steel grates on the door 
of their bedrooms. They appear to survive only by 
sleeping in mini-tortresses.

THOUSANDS OF WORKERS LAID OFF BY MINISTRY OF WATER DEVELOPMENT

sacking thousands of 
casual workers all over 
Kenya. 

Yesterday, 150 workers in 
Nairobi took their letters of ter- 
mination from the Ministry head- 
quarters. And many more are 
likely to be dismissed for not 
accepting the letters despite 
warnings. 

In Murang’a, the services of 163 workers 
were terminated yesterday. Last week, the 
Ministry had sacked .00 casual workers in 
Kisumu. It is understood that so far about 
2,000 workers ali over the country have been 
sacked. 

Sources toid the NATION the exercise 
was nationwide and that several hundred 
more workers would be affected. 

The main reason ,iven for the sackings 
are inadequate funds. Many of the sacked 
workers have not been paid their salaries fo. 
July and August. ) 

Work at the Ministrv’s Nairobi head- 
quarters came to a total standstill yesterday 
morning as nearly 200 casuais were asked to 
stop work and receive termination letters. 

Anticipating protest, the administration 
had already called not police who were on 
guard, with a senior police officer 
repeatedly warning: ‘Get your letters and if 
you have questions go to the personnel 
officers individually.” 
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But tension rose between the workers and 
the personnel officers present outside Maji 
House to serve the letters. 

_ The police officer, however, warned: ‘‘We 
shall disperse you if you become disor- 
derly.” Pointing at one worker, he added: 
‘‘As soon as you become ‘‘isorderly . . . you 
could sleep in the cells.” 


some workers then declined to 
enter the compound. saying: 
“Tuingie tuuawe? (10 we go in to 
be killed?)” 

Chief Personnel Officer Phares 
Rutere then asked Under- 
Secretary L.C.T. Dena to inform 
the vorkers of the purpose of t' 
gathering. 

Mr. Dena said the Ministry 
had found it difficuit to pay the 
workers their July and August 
salaries because of financial 
stringency. 

He warned the workers that 
anyone who did not accept the 
termination letter would he 
deemed to have deserted his job. 
He asked each worker to sign a 
copv of the letter and return two 
copies to the Ministry.

Mr. Moses 
Mudavadi. was yesterday not 
available for comment on these 
developments.

SUGAR SALES BOYCOTT--Wholesale traders in Coast Province, particularly Kilifi and 
Lamu, have threatened to boycott the selling of sugar in their shops unless 
urgent measures are taken to review the profit on the commodity which is said to 
have gone down by more than 40 per cent. This warning was issued yesterday dur- 
ing a meeting of wholesalers at the Kenya National Chamber of Commerce boardroom 
under the chairmanship of Coun. J. Gasper Valele who is also the branch V ce- 
Chairman. The wholesalers complained that the costs of petrol and lorry hires 
had risen and that this left the wholesalers with no increase in profits. They 
complained that the Kenya National Trading Corporation (K.N.T.C.) had only two 
depots in the province making it impossible for wholesalers in Malindi, Kilifi 
and Lamu to buy sugar in Mombasa and still show a profit. It is high time the 
K.N.T.C. established depots in all districts of the province to enable the 
traders to deliver the commodities at cheaper transportation charges, they said. 
The members also complained that some manufacturers were selling certain items 
in quotas which cost as much as Shs. 500,000 and no trader was allowed to buy 
such quotas in half. The traders felt this was an implicit way of the manufac- 
turers favouring the well-established wholesalers and consequently discouraging 
small traders who cannot afford such high sums of money. The traders said some 
depots had a system of loading and off-loading which forced them to use the men 
around the depot. They were charged seventy five cents for every loaded bag and 
50 cents for offloading. The wholesalers alleged that this system further 
reduced their profit margin.

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INTEREST RATES UP--The Housing Finance Company of Kenya (H.F.C.K.) has increased 
its interest rate on mortgages from 12 per cent to 14 per cent per annum with 
effect from October 17, this year. In a letter sent to its clients, the H.F.C.K. 
said "subsequent to the mandatory increase in the rates of interest payable on 
deposits announced in the budget speech last June, it has become necessary to 
increase the rate of interest chargeable on your mortgage account from 12 to 14 
per cent per annum." The company, however, gives concession to those staying in 
their own houses who will have to pay 13 per cent on their mortgages. The 
H.F.C.K. and other housing finance companies increased their interest rates to 
12 per cent less than a year ago.

FOURTH UNIDO CONFERENCE--Kenya will host the fourth General Conference of the 
United Nations Industrial Development Organisation (UNIDO) in 1983, the Minister 
for Industry, Dr. Munyua Waiyaki has disclosed. Dr. Waiyaki, who was welcoming 
the Executive Director of UNIDO, Dr. Abdel Rahman Khan, also disclosed that the 
Kenya Government has approved the ratification and signing of the UNIDO Constitu- 
tion. Dr. Khan said that the two moves by the Kenya Government were very signifi- 
cant and they will go a long way in strengthening UNIDO. In a speech read for 
Dr. Waiyaki by an Assistant Minister for Industry, Mr. Henry Wariithi, the 
Minister said that the technical assistance UNIDO provided Kenya was in form of 
technical expertise and training of national staff. "We do appreciate this 
assistance, and request that your organisation continues to help us in other 
areas which we have already lodged with you", Dr. Waiyaki said. He said that the 
Government had already requested UNIDO to assist the Ministry of Industry in 
carrying out increased responsibility in a number of areas since the creation of 
the ministry a year ago. Majoi technical assistance to Kenya by UNIDO include: 
1980-83 programme to cover Industrial Promotion department costing US $3 million 
assistance to the Kenya Industrial Estates, the National Agricultural Chemical 
and Fertilizer Corporation, and to the Industrial Research and Consultancy Unit 
of the University of Nairobi. Dr. Waiyaki said that besides Kenya being a member 
of UNIDO, she was also elected to the Industrial Development Board at the Third 
General Conference in New Delhi in 1980. He added that although Kenya had no 
permanent representative at UNIDO headquarters in Vienna, "we hope that we shall 
be able to play a role in the deliberations of the Board". Dr. Khan pledged to 
help Kenya as much as possible.

DIESEL SHORTAGE--The shortage of diesel continues. While some Nairobi petrol 
stations said they got inadequate supplies, others, particularly upcountry ones, 
said they had run out of diesel. Paraffin was also reported to be in short 
supply. But Energy Minister John Okwanyo said he could not comment on the 
situation yet. "We have been very busy at the energy conference here and it is 
very difficult for me to assess the situation", Mr. Okwanyo said from his 
Kenyatta International Conference Centre office. The general manager of Kenya 
Shell, Mr. Nick Muriuki, said he did not think the situation was so serious. 
"Personally, I have no case where any farmer or transporter is saying he cannot 
operate because of lack of diesel", Mr. Muriuki said. "Let us not create a 
situation where people think there is a crisis or you will have hoarding," he 
added. A NATION survey, however, revealed that several sectors of the economy 
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were now starting to feel the pinch of the shortage. With the exception of 
large transport companies, which normally buy diesel in bulk, many transporters 
said they were affected by the shortage. "All those trailers standing there 

are stranded because there is no diesel,'"’ said a woman who runs a petrol station. 


Several trailers had come all the way from Kigali, Rwanda, to buy diesel. [Text]

EDUCATION MINISTRY TERMS TEACHERS’ STRIKE ‘IRRESPONSIBLE’

[Text] The Education Ministry has described the decision by MCSS [Monrovia Consoli- 
dated School System] teachers to go on strike today as unjustified and highly 
irresponsible. The ministry said the accusation that teachers are not taken 
seriously by the government is baseless. | 


In a release yesterday evening, the ministry noted that since the revolution, the 
majority of public schools teachers have had salary increments of over 100 percent 
as compared with the low salaries teachers were making before the coup. The release 
added that since the coup, the minimum salary has become $200. During this fiscal 
year, the government has allocated $3.1 million to increase the salaries of teachers 
up to $250 which is the minimum. The release further said that fiscal increment for 
1981-1982 would benefit about 80 percent of public school teachers. 


The Education Ministry said the government has a high regard for its teachers and 
as demonstration of this has allowed salary increments for only teachers and nurses 
this fiscal year. It is therefore impossible at the moment to give across-the- 
board increments due to the difficult financial situation. 


The release said any teacher who does not turn up for work today, Monday September 7, 
will not receive his or her salary and will be dismissed at once. 


Meanwhile, the superintendent of the MCSS, principals and officials of the education 
ministry have been instructed to inspect all public schools today and see whether 
any teacher is absent. Those absent will be fired. The ministry noted that the 
MCSS teachers' association does not represent the public school teachers of Liberia 
and that schools will be open today and classes would be held as usual.

POLICE DIRECTOR WARNS PRESS AGAINST SENSATIONALISM

[Excerpt] The national police director, Mr J. Y. Myers, today warned local news- 
paper publishers, especially the MIRROR newspaper, against sensational reporting 
with conflicting headlines. Director Myers was reacting to the front page head- 
line, Police Director in Big Trouble, published today by the MIRROR newspaper. 


He declared further that he was in no way personally connected with the story which, 
according to the MIRROR, involved the chief of Monrovia city police concerning a 
$16,700 counterfeit case. Director Myers also recalled that when the same city 
police chief was removed from his post recently, the MIRROR newspaper published a 
sensational headline, Police Director Fired, that created public concern about the 
fate of the national police director. Director Myers described the MIRROR's style 
of sensationally conflicting headlines as a means of selling its publication fast. 


He also recalled recent warnings to the local press by the minister of information 
and other authorities against sensationalizing their reporting as a means of 
improving their marketing chances. Director Myers warned that if the MIRROR news- 
paper repeated its sensational conflicting and embarrassing publications, creating 
negative public concern about his activities as national police director, he would 
institute a tougher measure against the publishers of the paper. He also warned 
other publishers against copying the embarrassing style of the MIRROR.

NEW GOVERNMENT PAY SCALE GOES INTO EFFECT

[Text] A pay hike of $20.50 goes into effect this month for ail civil servants 
who were earning $200.00 prior to the April 12 Revolution. 


This new salary structure excludes those already benefitting from the PRC's 
minimum $200.00 a month salary adjustment which took effect within the 1979-80 
fiscal budget. 3 : 


The increment, says the Deputy Director of the Budget Bureau, Mr. James E. 
Collingwood, is an attempt at distinguishing a white collar worker who is earning 
$200.00, from a yard boy earning the same amount. 


Director Collingwood who made the disclosure during an exclusive interview 
Monday, said there is a serious morale problem between clericai groups and other 
employees of lower status (messengers, drivers, and yard boys) because the 
salaries of these two groups of government workers are the same. 


With much sensitivity towards this issue, he said the Government of Liberia 
decided that the salaries of those who were earning $200.00 and did not benefit 
from the salary adjustment, be given a mark of distinction from their co-worker 
of lower status to offset this morale problem. 


The new salary structure does not affect civil servants earning more than 
$200.00, Collingwood said. 


However, the Director said any agency which adjusts salaries of employees earning 
more than $200.00 "would have to do this within their own financial means." 


Mr. Collingwood said although the government is doing its utmost for civil 
servants, however, it would have to conform to the directives set by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF). 


The directives from the IMF calls for prudence in government's spending, he said.

OFFICIAL DECLARES AIRPORTS SAFE

[Text] Despite criticisms from officials of Air Liberia on the bad state of the 
ation"s runways, a spokesman of the Liberia Domestic Airport Agency, a national 
airport maintenance office, says all airstrips upkept by his agency are "reason- 
ably safe." 


LDAA's Manager E. Cosby Sherman said the allegations by officials cf Air Liberia 
that the nation's dilapidated runways contributed to defects on the HS 748 air- 
craft was "quite surprising." 


The allegation sgainst the management of the Liberian Domestic Airport Agency 
was made by the maragement of Air Liberia at a press conference last week. 


But countering the assertions in an interview Wednesday, Mr. Sherman said the 
management of Air Liberia should know that the "wear and tear of any airline is 
inevitable." 


"We would hate for anyone to come out and say ti 4t we are the cause of the wear 
and tear of their airlines, when they should knuw that such a thing is inevi- 
table,"’ Mr. Sherman said. 


At present, he said, nearly all airstrips in this country are made of laterite 
which during the rainy season "at times go bad." To add. to this, he said heavy 
equipment such as bulldozers and caterpillars are used on these runways "and 
when you have a plane weighing 117,500 pounds as the 748, pounding on a little 
runway, you have go to have problems. Probably not of the proportion which Air 
Liberia's Management claims," he implied. 


LDAA's Chicf of Airport Services and Aerodome Technician, Charles B. Cummings, 
Jr., who usually commutes to the various counties, added that of the four major 
airstrips in the country (Zwedru, Greenville, Harper, Voinjama), the runways in 
Zwedru and Voinjama are in perfect condition while those in Harper and Green- 
ville need repairs. 
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According to Manager Sherman, the LDAA is operating on an airport maintenance 
budget of $42,000 which is $2,000 more than last year's $40,000. 


This, he said, "is a far cry fren the anticipated $12 million proposed in 1979." 
The agency up to now has not received response to that proposal, he said. 


Mr. Sherman said the $12 million was intended to pursue a four-year airstrip 
development program.

OPR OFFICIAL PREDICTS ELECTION VICTORY 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 13 Jul 81 pp l, 4 


[Text] Responding to an invitation from the Organization of the Rodrigues People 
(OPR), over 100 Rodrigans attended a training meeting yesterday at which Serge 
Clair and France Felicite e piained to Rodrigans living in Mauritius the situation 
prevailing on the island and provided them with political, social and economic 
information. The PMSD was named as mainly responsible for the unhealthy political 
situation that exists and the government was blamed for the deterioration in the 
social and economic situation. 


Felicite, who will be on the list with Serge Clair in Rodrigues for the coming 
general elections, first of all outlined the role of the OPR which, according to 
him, is not a political party in the conventional sense of the term, but an organ- 
ization that wants to encourage Rodrigans "to return to their roots and regain 
their own identity." The OPR wants to restore their sense of patriotism, which was 
becoming blurred at one time because of the "paternalistic policy" preached by the 
PMSD. 


"The relentless struggle waged by Serge Clair for 5 years is beginning to bear 
fruit,” Felicite said. The Rodrigans now understand that they must first of all 
rely on their own resources and not solely on Mauritius. A number of Rodrigans 
have returned home after the awareness training of Serge Clair. 


Felicite then pointed out the contradictions existing between the way in which the 
government sees things in Rodrigues and reality as lived by the Rodrigues people. 
He quoted the journal PERSPECTIVE, a publication of the Ministry of Information 
that speaks of the construction of certain roads, while the newspaper LE RODRIGUAIS 
ceaselessly demands that the roads be repaired. Another example cited by Felicite: 
The government speaks of the establishment of two Junior Secondary Schools on the 
island, while they are in fact two old warehouses turned into schools that give 
only 3 hours of instruction a day. 


For his part, Clair evoked the "campaign of fear'' waged by the PMSD among the 
Rodrigues people since 1967. The Mauritians must not condemn Rodrigans if the 
latter voted for the PMSD in 1976. If they did so, it was because they were poorly 
informed and the PMSD deliberately blocked all information. For years, the PMSD 
kept the Rodrigues people in ignorance in order to better exploit them at the time 
of the elections, the leaders of the OPR said.

Clair also emphasized the "campaign of lies" waged by the PMSD against the OPR on 
the island. Instead of restoring the Rodrigans' pride, the PMSD ceaselessly re- 
peats at all meetings that its representatives are going to seek foreign aid to 
help the Rodrigues people live. 


Going on to the proposed secession of the PMSD, Clair said that the party "has 
never truly known what independence means to a nation." 


Along another line of ideas, Clair denied that there is any anti-Mauritian feeling 
on Rodrigues. Naturally, the Rodrigans have a grudge against some Mauritian offi- 
cials who take advantage of their power, but that feeling is not general and the 
OPR is waging a campaign to make the Rodrigans understand that they must not judge 
the Mauritians as a whole based on the behavior of a few officials or of the !MSD. 
He explained that several steps had been taken with the prime minister and other 
ministries in order to have Mauritian officials whose behavior on Rodrigues leaves 
something to be desired replaced, but each time, there has been political inter- 
vention. 


Clair then gave documented information on agricultural production, the main factor 
responsible for the deficit in the trade balance between the two islands. Here 
again, it is the government that.is responsible, he said, for even after the 
drought, the authorities did not see fit to free Rodrigans who had been hired as 
relief workers. For its part, the PMSD encourages Rodrigans to be satisfied with 
unproductive work and to pocket a wage of 700 rupees as relief workers, when they 
should have made themselves useful by working the land or by engaging in livestock 
raising. 


Clair concluded by expressing his firm conviction of an OPR victory in the coming 
general elections, for the Rodrigans have understood that the PMSD "does not work 
to advance the people of Rodrigues." 


Nothing will help it this time because many PMSD followers now support the cause 


of the OPR, which is to ensure the development of Rodrigues, not independently of 
Mauritius, but in a complementary fashion, Clair concluded.

BRITISH REFUSAL TO MEET ILOIS' COMPENSATION DEMANDS EXAMINED 
Purrylag Criticizes British Attitude 
Port Louis THF NATION in French 6 Jul 81 p l 


[Text] Great Britain's refusal to grant the Ilois [Islanders] equitable compensa- 
tion has not only led to the breakup of the London conference, but given rise to 
a strong reaction from Kailash Purryag, head of the Mauritian delegation. 


Meeting with the press, the minister of social security revealed that he had re- 
fused to sign a joint declaration because the British authorities had decided, even 
going to the negotiating table, not to modify the offer of 1.25 million pounds 
(20.3 million rupees), content to add social aid amounting to 300,000 pounds (about 
4.8 million rupees). "We were treated in a cavalier manner," Purryag said. 


The minister told foreign journalists of the Ilois' living conditions. "In one 
case, 31 persons are living in the same room and in another, a family has taken 
shelter in a goat shed. The problem is therefore not political, but humanitarian." 


The British have evoked economic difficulties, but the minister emphasized that the 
situation of the Ilois was certainly worse. 


It will be remembered that Purryag had demanded the sum of 8 million pounds (about 
130 million rupees) in order to enable each family to have decent housing. Moreover, 
the minister reminded the British that they were responsible for compensating the 
some 1,200 perscns who were “illegally and inhumanly displaced" between 1965 and 

1973 and that the surrender took place when Mauritius was still a colony. 


World Opinion 


The Mauritian delegation hinted, according to REUTER, that the matter will be 
brought up at the Commonwealth conference, in the United Nations and the OAU. 


In a dispatch from Paris, AFP has announced that Mauritians residing in France have 
set up an international solidarity committee, Diego Garcia-France, in order to sup- 
port the fight waged by the former inhabitants of that island and the demand for 
dismantlement of the American military base established there. 
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Duval Expects Help From Courts 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 8 Jul 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] It is henceforth with the Americans that the prime minister, Sir Seewoosagur 
Ramgoolam, proposes to discuss financial aid for the rehabilitation of the Ilois. 

He reportedly hinted as much to his aides following his return from Paris, comment- 
ing on the failure of the London negotiations between the Purryag mission and Bri- 
tish officials. The prime minister will therefore make the matter one of the main 
topics of discussion with the American Government during his coming visit to Wash- 
ington in October. 


While, for the government and the MMM/PSM [Mauritian Militant Movement-Malagasy 
Socialist Party] opposition, the Ilois problem is mainly a political one to be 
solved by diplomatic means, this is not the feeling of Sir Gaetan Duval, leader of 
the PMSD, who believes that the case will be won or lost in the courts. 


Commenting on the failure of the London negotiations, the leader of the PMSD [Mauri- 
tian Social Democratic Party] told LE MAURICIEN yesterday that he was "not at all 
surprised" because the members of the delegation should have known, in his opinion, 
that the British Government was not willing to offer more money as a result of the 
Venkatessen vs The Queen case in which Venkatessen, an Ilois, is demanding compensa- 
tion from the British Government for being removed from the Chagos Archipelago. 


The case was brought before the court by Bernard Sheridan, a British solicitor, and 
Sir Gaetan Duval. It was for the purpose of getting out of the trial that Great 
Britain agreed to give the Ilois compensation, through Sheridan, the leader of the 
PMSD believes. "We must go ahead with the trial, which is completely valid," he 
says, “for we can establish that the Ilois are of British nationality and were 
‘thrown’ into Mauritius." 


In addition, Sir Gaetan Duval holds the MMM responsible for the fact that the trial 
has not yet been heard. He recalls that Sheridan, who came to Mauritius to make 
an investigation into the Ilois case in connection with the proceedings, was taken 
aside by Kader Bhayat, Michel and Gerard, representatives of the MMM, who took his 
documents from him. "The responsibility for the failure therefore belongs to them 
and the Ilois must have an accounting from them," Sir Gaetan says. 


For the leader of the PMSD, the London affair is "a sad drama being played out on 
the backs of the Ilois" and the taxpayers. The MMM does not take it seriously, 
Sir Gaetan Believes, for one cannot seek compensation for the Ilois and ask for 
the return of Diego Garcia. 


As for the prime minister, according to Sir Gaetan Duval, "he has behaved in a ridi- 
culous manner." Concerning Berenger's tour aimed at internationalizing the problem, 
in Sir Gaetan's opinion, it strangely resembles "an estension of the tourist group 
tour. We shall see the results it has," he adds. 


The leader of the PMSD henceforth views the problem on the legal level. The case 
before the British court can bring the Ilois something "on the condition they stop 
playing games. We must accept the fact of the surrender of Diego Garcia. We must 
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recognize the rights of the Americans, which stem from the rights of the English on 
the island, which in turn derive from the fact of the surrender." 


Another means of internationalizing the problem on the legal level would be, in 
Duval’s opinion, to put the Llois of British nationality on a plane and send them 

to England. If the British authorities refuse them a visa and arrest them, the 
government could then, through Sheridan, serve a writ on the British Government 

in order to contest their arrest and take the matter before the higher international 
legal bodies, "but that would be an extreme case," Duval admits. 


As tor the pressure that a future MMM-PSM government proposes to exert in order to 

recover Diego Garcia, Duval ironically recalls that Berenger, who promised to char- 
ter a boat and put the Ilois on it in order to send them to Diego Garcia, "has not 

found one volunteer for the trip." 


Duval then answered the accusation made against the 1973 coalition government, which 
reportedly accepted 650,000 pounds in compensation for surrendering Diego Garcia 

to the English. The leader of the PMSD recalls that the surrender took place in 
1965 and that the PMSD then withdrew from the coalition. Bhayat should first of 

al? learn the history of his own country before trying to make history. 


For his part, the president of the Labor Party, James Burty David, who is now in 
Paris, saic, in a statement on Radio France Internationale that the goveriment of 
Mauritius has always claimed sovereignty over the Chagos Archipelago. 


Concerning the demand for compensation on the order of 8 million pounds for the 
Ilois, David states that it is "in no way linked to our sovereignty over the arch- 
ipelago." 


For his part, the vice president of the MMM, Kader Bhayat, said in a press confer-, 
ence yesterday, that "it is no longer necessary, given the turn of events, for the 
prime minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, to reveal to the Mauritian nation what 
really happened between him and the British Government on the question of the 
Chagos Archipelago since i1965."" Bhayat stated that the statements made by Sir See- 
woosasy,ir Ramgoolam on the matter "contradict one another so much that no one can 
believe him any longer when he has just said that he was tricked by the English." 
At any rate, he says, the impression that one has "is that the prime minister is 
also trying tc trick the people." | 


The vice president of the MMM has asked Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam to make public 
any correspondence between him and the British avthorities, along with accounts of 
the discussions in London and other documents on the disme ring of the Chagos 
Archipelago. 


Bayat, accompanied by Jean-Claude de 1'Estrac and L. Baligadoo, said that the MMM 
is "pessimistic" about any friendly settlement of the matter. The MMM therefore 
expects to go to bat at various levels in order to obtain satisfaction. "We hope 
that the government of the United States will be involved in discussions on compen- 
sation for the rehabilitation of the Ilois," he concluded. 








Retaliatory Measures Suggested 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 8 Jul 81 pp l, 5 


[Text] Guy Ollivry, leader of the Mauritian Democratic Union (UDM), suggested 
yesterday afternoon that the Mauritian Government cease any repayment of debts 
contracted with England before the country's accession to independence as a retal- 
iatory measure to counter the attitude adopted by Margaret Thatcher's government 
on the Llois. 


"Mauritius' debt to England for some development projects amounts to nearly 50 mil- 
lion rupees and has never been canceled despite numerous appeals to the former 
British minister, Mrs Judith Hart," Ollivry recalled. 


"Mauritius is still paying interest on that debt." Let us cease repayment of the 
debt and use that money to improve the living conditions of the Ilois, while await- 
ing settlement of the Diego Garcia question by an international organization (the 
United Nations, the International Court in the Hague or the Nuropean Human Rights 
Commission, he added. Nothing more should be expected of the English themselves 

in order to resolve the problem of the Ilois, according to Ollivry. 





The attitude of the British authorities at the time of the London negotiations, even 
though it may be considered as revolting, is scarcely surprising to the UDM, Ollivry 
says. When one is dealing with a. government that shows total indifference to the 

2 million unemployed in its own country, one is scarcely surprised that the fate 

of a few hundred Llois families does not interest it. The human question does not 
count for much under that regime either, says Ollivry, who recalls that he was among 
the first to demand the demilitarization of Diego Garcia (at the Commonwealth con- 
ference in Colombo). However, he emphasizes that one must not forget the "terrible 
responsibility” of the Mauritian Labor government for the entire Diego question. 
Ollivry says that one cannot forget that the Laborites, in order to avoid a refer- 
endum on the matter, "sacrificed, not only the archipelago, but also the many fam- 
ilies living there." These families have never asked to come vegetate in the Port 
Louis suburbs, the leader of the UDM notes, and for them, Diego Garcia represented 
happiness. Ollivry emphasizes that the Laborites sacrificed the unfortunate Ilois 
without requiring serious guarantees about their future or their nationality. For 
Ollivry, if the problem of the Ilois exists 16 years later, it is because the 
Mauritian Government has always demonstrated an "indifference as culpable as that 

of the English" toward the former inhabitants of the archipelago. It has been 

the role of the opposition groups (first of all, the PMSD, then the UDM, and fin- 
ally, the MMM) to fight for the Ilois families, Ollivry said. 


What is to be done in order to make the English yield now? The UDM, in addition to 
halting the repayment of debts, has three other proposals: 1) taking the matter 
of the validity of the surrender of Diego Garcia before the International Court of 
Justice in the Hague; 2) lodging a protest against Great Britain with the Hague 
Court and the European Human Rights Commission, as well as the UN human rights 
organizations, for the illegal and inhuman treatment inflicted on the Ilois by 

the English, especially since the Llois are their nationals. 


As for the nonpayment of debts from before Mauritius’ independence, for Ollivry, 
the fact that the British Government has not canceled them shows its mentality. He 
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recalled that in the case of France, President Georges Pompidou wiped out all debts 
of the former French colonies to which his country had granted loans when they 
were still under French tutelage. 


Mauriciens Mist Solve Own Problems

[Editorial by Lindsay Riviere: "Perfidious Albion"] 


{Text} Could misfortune serve any good purpose? The insult to Mauritius by Great 
Britain on the occasion of the negotiations concerning the compensation to be of- 
fered to the iiois has had the effect of an electric shock on the country. Each 
citizen has learned, much to his surprise, that the former colonial power (which 
has never ceased occupying a separate place in the hearts and minds of the Mauri- 
tians) can be so mean, petty, dominating and insensitive to our national concerns. 
The overwhelming naivete of the Mauritian people, fed by the condescending tone 
of the men governing us, has suffered a heavy blow. A more adult attitude toward 
the outside world may perhaps result from it and it is high time. 





Who are our Ilois? For London, they are obviously pretentious "natives" who dare 
to speak of rights and British citizenship and who should be satisfied to have ob- 
tained what they did. And what about the (tardy) "pressure" of the Mauritian 
Government? Who in Whitehall is afraid of a regime whose main officlals are nos- 
talgic for English order, who live with one foot here and the other in London and 
who are publicly sorry to see the colonial power take its bases out of a territory 
now independent? ("It breaks my heart to see you go!" Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam 
dixit. [sic]) 


How convenient it is, the reference to the iron temperament of that "tough woman" 
Margaret Thatcher! Ic makes it possible to conceal so many calculations and not to 
say many things to the government that basically, one does not take seriously. 
Mauritius is the least of the concerns of the English Conservatives. Pressed to 

get rid of its colonies, Great Britain practically disappeared from this part of 

the world. The meagerness of its aid to Mauritius, the insignificance of its cul- 
tural effort in our country, the attitude toward our fellow countrymen wishing to 

go there and the military disengagement in our region bear witness to the fact that 
henceforth, the official friendship is now but a formality and that it is manifestly 
no longer the card we should play. 


Now that these facts are more clearly perceived, it is important for Mauritius to 
review its dossier and attitude in this entire affair. As in the Tromelin affair, 
the regime has so far linked the outcome of the negotiations on Diego Garcia to 
the alleged warmth of English-Mauritian relations and has attempted to see in 
London's "sympathy" for the problem a demonstration of "friendship" toward Mauri- 
tius. But we see where that strategy has led! Mauritius must henceforth invoke 
its rights, exhibit more dignity, put the question before all international bodies, 
bring in its Third World partners and in short, become a diplomatic thorn in Great 
Britain's side. 


Perhaps this attitude should be preceded by national unity on the matter. Sir See- 
woosagur Ramgoolam is no less guilty than the English but, given the development 





of events, this is a secondary problem. We have in fact seen how cleverly Great 
Britain has exploited our internal divisions, diverted our attention by giving the 
opposition enough elements to make the government the main target of recriminations 
and come ou’ clean. The opposition seems to be falling into the trap. Today, the 
way out is lear: It is up to Great Britain to pay. We shall then have the time 
to attribute the historical responsibility for the affair. The most urgent matter 
is to present, in the face of London's arrogance, the image of a country united 

on a matter of principle, one that has a heavy moral and not only legal charge. 


Perhaps in so doing, the country will regain some lucidity with respect to the out- 
side world. Too often and on too many questions, Mauritius links its future and 
the solution of its problems to its alleged popularity with other countries. It 
has been told this so often that it has finally been taken in by its own game. 
People believe that the problem of the undocumented persens in France, that of 
Tromelin, of the Chagos, of unemployment, will be solved by our overseas "friend- 
ships." But elsewhere they are singing a different tune. Sir Gaetan Duval has 
encountered indifference from the Americans, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam has been 
politely rebuffed in Paris and discovers, to his consternation, that "the West 

is dropping it," that London does not give a hang about our Ilois, that emigration, 
in the current context, is a utopia and that we are therefore facing the crisis 
alone, like everyone else. Perhaps the Mauritians will fiually understand, bearing 
the burden of failure, that it is right lLeire in Mauritius and nowhere else that the 
solutions to our problems are to be found, in our will to attack difficulties 
rapidly and with determination, in our capacity to unite on essential questions. 
Since the London failure, Diego Garcia has, in our opinion, become the immediate 
test of that will for unity.

MMM SEES ELECTION VICTORY; INVITES FRANCE AS PARTNER IN POSSIBLE REGIME 
French Aid Sought 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 16 Jul 81 pp 1, 4 


{Text} France will be called upon to become a privileged partner of a future MMM 
regime and its aid will be sought by any new MMM-PSM [Malagasy Socialist Party] for 
the return of Diego Garcia to Mauritius. In substance, this is what was hinted by 
Paul Berenger, secretary general of the MMM, now on a private visit to Paris in 
order to make contact with that country's authorities following the victory of the 
socialists in the presidential and legislative elections. 


In an interview with the leftist French newspaper LIBERATION, Berenger stated that 
the London negotiations on the question of the Ilois [Islanders] "led nowhere and 
will lead nowhere before the next general elections." But, he continued, as soon 
as we are in power, we shall undertake wide-ranging diplomatic and political action, 
relying on friendly countries such as France, Madagascar, Tanzania and the Sey- 
chelles in order to recover the archipelago." French aid will also be solicited, 
Berenger said, by a future MMM-PSM government in order to enable Mauritius to move 
away from South Africa: "We are aware that we shall have difficulties when we try 
to move away from South Africa, and there also, we shall need France's aid," the 
secretary general of the MMM said. 


Concerning his contacts in France, Berenger said that he met with representatives 

of the French Communist Party on Monday and that he was planning to meet with Lionel 
Jospin, secretary general of the French Socialist Party. About these contacts, 

the secretary general of the MMM explained: 


"We are not used to referring to the French Socialist Party in order to define 
ourselves, but I must say that we are close to that party. Above all, I want to 
examine the problems of the Indian Ocean with Lionel Jospin, because we are worried. 
I would not like to see the socialist government allow certain tensions to develop 
in the region. Second, we consider ourselves to be a brother party of the Social- 
ist Party. We are going to inherit a catastrophic situation and we are relying on 
our brother parties to grant us emergency aid. Finally, I want to discuss sugar 
quotas and prices instituted by the Lome Convention and I want to draw the attention 
of the socialists to the dangers of a European protectionist trend for Mauritius." 


Finally, during the same interview, Berenger defined the MMM as being of "Marxist 


and libertarian inspiration" and the type of socialism he proposed to Mauritius as 
"a modern socialism, a socialism of managers." 
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Mauritians Oppose Nuclear Bases

[Text] Paul Berenger, leader of the MMM, declared in New Delhi that the American 
decision to strengthen its security arrangement on Diego Garcia should help the 
MMM in the coming general elections. According to an AGENCE FRANCE PRESSE dispatch 
from New Delhi, Berenger told the press that most of the Mauritian population is 
opposed to the construction of American nuclear facilities on Diego Garcia. 


Berenger added that the voters do not like to see the Americans so close to us in 
the process of building secret nuclear bases and they are now convinced that the 
Mauritian prime minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, has helped the Americans. 


Berenger said he is convinced that the progressive movement he heads (MMM) will win 
the election and form a government with the Socialist Party headed by Harish Boodhoo. 


The United States is building runways for B-52 bombers oa Diego Garcia and port 
facilities able to accommodate ships carrying up to 12,000 sailors. 


The coral island, retained by Great Britain at the time of Mauritian independence, 
was granted to the United States for 50 years beginning in 1957. We consider that 
pact to be illegal; the island belongs to us, the young (36) leader of the MMM 
emphasized. "When we come to power, we shall take the island back from the British 
and will tell the Americans to pack up and leave Diego Garcia," Rerenger added. 


The Delhi government has refused to comment on the talks of the Indian prime min- 
ister with Berenger. However, the 40-minute interview underliies Mrs Gandhi's 
interest in a movement whose influence is rapidly growing in Mauritius, the AFP 
notes. 


In the latest elections in December 1976, the MMM won 32 out of 70 seats, compared 
with 25 for the Labor Party of Sir Seewoosagur, who could form the government only 
with the support of five elected officials from a rightist party and eight appointed 
members. 


The appeal for the restitution of Diego Garcia, inflation reaching 27 percent in 
Mauritius and unemployment totaling 13 percent of the active population: All 
these factors, along with the American decision to strengthen its facilities on 
Diego Garcia, may help the MMM come to power, Berenger's aides believe.

NEW PSM EXECUTIVE--The veterans have returned to the forefront in the PSM [Malagasy 
Socialist Party]: Dr Rohit Beedassy and Radha Gungoosingh who, along with Harish 
Boodhoo, were the founders of the party but who have been somewhat eclipsed in 
recent months, have resumed their rank within the party.

DUVAL'S 12 COMMANDMENTS APPROVED--The executive committee of the PMSD [Mauritian 
Social Democratic Party] has unanimously approved the "12 commandments" that are 
part of Sir Gaetan Duval's campaign.

SWEDEN PRAISED FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO ECONOMY 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 16 Aug 81 p 2 


[Text] Within the framework of the relations of cooperation between the Government 
of the People's Republic 0% Mozambigue [RPM] and Sweden, Sweden is the main source of 
economic aid to our country. In 1980 alone, Sweden provided the RPM with economic 
assistance totaling more than 1.25 million contos. v 


The above information was provided by that Western country's ambassador, Finn 
Bergstrand, during a recent interview with our newspaper. During that interview, the 
Swedish ambassador in Maputo added that for this year, the amount of aid has been in- 
creased to about 1.5 million contos. 


Among the various sectors whose activity is being supported by Swedish cooperation, 
the most important is transportation. Last year alone, Mozambique bought more than 
250 heavy vehicles, both trucks and buses. 


The volume of road equipment acquired from Scania represents about 60 percent of the 
total imports in that sector. Vehicles of that make have been a tradition in our 
country for the past 20 years. 


The plans call for acquiring a total of between 150 and 200 buses and trucks from 
Scania this year. 


The buses, which will be of the Marcopolo type, will come complete with body, while 
some of the truck units may arrive with just the chassis. 


To insure the necessary technical support, the Scania manufacturing firm has hada 
permanent office in Mozambique since national independence. 


Working through the technical assistance enterprises designated by our government, 
Scania's representative provides support in maintaining the equipment and training 
personnel. 


The training courses for mechanics are held with the manufacturer's assistance and 
are provided ina school built in Maputo. The school is equipped with facilities 
and has suitable teaching materials, all of the latter translated into Portuguese. 





The same Scania representative in Mozambique also has facilities for replacing parts. 
Those facilities are located in Maputo, Beira, Nampula, and Quelimane. Steps are 
being taken to set up more facilities for the same purpose. 


Concerning the vocational training being supported by Scania, several courses have 
been provided this year, with 40 auto mechanics having been trained. 


The training courses are taught by various specialists from the manufacturing firm. 
The instructors specialize in either buses or trucks. 


As part of the expansion of Swedish support in the field of road transportation, 
another personnel training center is under construction in the country's capital. 

The second to be built, this will be the largest and will provide the best of vorking 
conditions. 


Also underway are negotiations between the Government of the People's Republic of 
Mozambique and Sweden to carry out another project in the field of road transporta- 
tion. 


The purpose of that project is the construction in Maputo of an auto assembly plant 
that will use some of the infrastructure that already exists. If agreement is reached, 
the project would take about 2 years to complete before operations could begin.

REFRIGERATION CONTRACT AWARDED TO FRENCH FIRM 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 19 Aug 81 p l 


[Text] A cold storage plant for the preserv~tion of potatoes, onions, and miscella- 
neous fruits and vegetables will be built in Maputo under a contract signed recently 
between the National Fruit and Vegetable Marketing Enterprise and the successful 
bidder, the Paris-based French firm of CIFAL [expansion unknown]. The project also 
provides for setting up three automated lines for presorting potatoes in the major 
producing zones. One of them will be installed in Moamba, while the other two will 
be mobile and will be used in the central and northern parts of the country. 


The contract as awarded takes effect this September, and according to the deadline it 
establishes, the cold storage plant and the sorting lines are to be delivered by the 
constructing firm 22 months later. 


Features of Undertaking 


The cold storage plant is a complex that will consist of an automated line for clean- 
ing and receiving potatoes and onions. The line will have an hourly capacity of 30 
tons, which will provide between 450 and 480 tons per day, since it is designed to 
operate 16 hours a day. 


The plant will have 56 chambers for preserving potatoes, onions, and miscellaneous 
fruits and vegetables, and 14 of them will be equipped for drying onions and germi- 
nating potato seed. The capacity of the chambers will permit the simultaneous bulk 
storage of 12,285 tons of potatoes and 2,520 tons of onions or of 16,380 tons of po- 
tatoes alone. 


In addition, the plant will have a system for pulling and packing the products. This 
will be accomplished by extractors and conveyors that will carry the potatoes and 
onions to a line where they will be graded, sized, and packed in bags weighing be- 
tween 5 and 30 kilograms. MThe pulling and packing capacity is 15 tons per hour in 
the case of potatoes and from 5 to 7 tons for onions. 


The total cost of the undertaking is estimated at 58 million French francs (about 
350,000 contos). In addition to construction of the plant, the contract calls for 
training Mozambican personnel both here and abroad to manage and maintain the com- 
plex. 


The cold storage plant will be built in the Matola industrial zone (in Maputo) near 
the Namaacha highway and a railway line so as to facilitate transportation and the 
movement of the products, 


The permanent potato presorting line to be set up in Moamba and the two mobile lines 
for use in the central and northern parts of the country will each have a receiving 
and shipping capacity of 30 tons per hour. 


Importance of Project 


The completion of this project, which is scheduled for celivery in July 1983, will 
permit the integral movement and storage of our production of potatoes, onions, and 
miscellaneous fruits and vegetables and guarantee the producers that their pro.ucts 
will find a market and be sold. 


It will also make it possible to store surpluses and organize "reserves" of strategic 
products to insure steady supplies of those products in the southern part of the coun- 
try, even during periods when they are not being produced. 


It should be noted that the supply plan for the southern part of the country (Maputo, 
Gaza, and Inhambane provinces) calls for 24,670 tons of potatoes and 3,450 tons of 
onions annually. Since potatoes and onions are produced in that area from July to 
December, it has been necessary to imporc them from abroad in the months from January 
to June. In 1980 alone, 95,000 contos in foreign exchange were spent to import po- 
tatoes, while 35,000 contos were spent to import onions. 


When the cold storage plant goes into operation, it will be possible not only to avoid 
that outflow of foreign exchange but also to reduce our economic dependence on South 
Africa. That country has been our main supplier due to its proximity and the highly 
perishable nature of the product. 


This undertaking is also considered strategic because it will enable us to store and 
preserve the potato seed produced in other parts of the country with a view to saving 
the foreign exchange that we have been spending to import seed. And here again, we 
will break the dependence on others that has existed to date.

[Text] Several projects in the areas of social science, education, and teacher train- 
ing are included in the protocol of agreement signed yesterday by UNESCO and the Peo- 
ple's Republic of Mozambique. The agreement was signed by Graca Machel, minister of 
education and culture, on behalf of Mozambique and by Amadou M'Bow, general director 
of UNESCO, who left yesterday to return to Paris. 


The agreement covers a total ot six projects to be carried out with the support of 
that UN specialized agency for the development of education, science, and culture. 


In the field of education, UNESCO will support the project aimed at establishing a 
system in Mozambique for the education and training of secondary and technical teach- 
ers. 


UNESCO support in the same field is also to be provided for the training of teaching 
staff for higher education, adult literacy and education, statistics and planning, 
and other areas. 


In the natural sciences, UNESCO will support Mozambique in the project aimed at es- 
tablishing an institute on water resources and assist in the work of the Inhaca Bio- 
logical Station, among other things. 


In the field of social science, the agreement signed yesterday with UNESCO includes 
Support by that institution for training in the field of sociology. This project 
will benefit several countries in this part of our continent. 


The protocol of agreement aiso includes various actions in support of the democratic 
mass organizations, specifically the OJM [Mozambique Youth Organization] and the OMM 
[Organization of Mozambique Women]. 


The most important of the various actions called for is the training of cadres both 
within the country and abroad. Financial support for the development of those demo- 
cratic mass organizations is also provided for in the agreement with UNESCO. 


The ceremony for signing the agreement was attended by Fernando Ganhao, rector of the 
Eduardo Mondlane University, and other high officials from the Ministry of Education 
and Culture.

BEIRA HYDROGRAPHIC SURVEY--The first phase of the hydrographic survey of the entrance 
channel to the port of Beira was completed recently with the topographic mapping of 
all the geographic marks, according to a news report yesterday by Radio Mozambique. 

On the basis of those marks, the National Directorate of Maritime and River Transpor- 
tation has ascertained the need to dredge and mark out the entire channel in the near 
future. According to information from Radio Mozambique's Beira office, the hydro- 
graphic survey will be conducted annually as part of that national directorate's plan. 
The purpose is to collect up-to-date information that can be supplied to maritime 
shipping concerning conditions in the channel entrances to Mozambican ports. The 
team from the National Directorate of Maritime and River Transportation in charge of 
the work includes Soviet cooperation workers in addition to Mozambican cadres. [Text]

[Excerpt] The first shipment of iron ore from the re-activated Marampa Mines is 
expected to be made next year. one year ahead of the projected date. 


Already, a buyer in the international market has opted to purchase the first half 
million tons produce. 


This was disclosed by Mines Minister Hassan Gbessay Kanu when he addressed senior 
members of his Ministry from all over the country. 


The Minister said that the reactivation process had been progressing and when the 
mines became fully productive, one million tons of ore concentrated would be 
exported annually. 


Speaking on gold mining, Mr. Kanu said that the potentials were encouraging and 
disclosed that the Bank of Sierra Leone had bought 71 bars of gold weighing 26 
ounces each, mined by the National Diamond Mining Company. 


He said that a proposal had been made to open a branch office of his Ministry in 
Makeni to monitor gold mining activities in that region. 


He said that Kimberlite mining negotiations were going on and as soon as a defini- 
tive agreement on this was reached the mining operations would recommence. 


He gave the assurance that government would ensure that the outcome of the nego- 
tiations would bring greater benefits to the people of this country. 
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U.S. DECISION TO PRODUCE NEUTRON BOMB EXAMINED

[Editorial: "A Lethal Weapon"] 


[Text] The decision of the United States to produce the neutron bomb means the 
beginning of the proliferation of a most lethal weapon that will be used sooner 
or later. 


Whichever way one views it, the neutron bomb goes across many barriers in its 
hitting power and overall effect. 


Its basic potency lies in the fact that it can destroy human beings (in their 
thousands) without damaging physical structures like buildings. 


Expe ts point out that the intense radiation which the bomb produces will put 
tanks out of action as well as destroy armies. 


This ma,es it principally, they argue, an anti-tank weapon. 


The point to be carefully digested is that the neutron bomb, because of these 

very characteristics which enable edifices to remain inspite of the bomb's 

devastating effect on human beings, will be a first-call-in weapon in war com- 

pared with nuclear bombs that annihilate all living forms while destroying every 

physical object. f 


In thc hands of emotional leaders, the neutron bomb would doubtless be used 
backed with the arguments that are ridiculously proferred about the possibility 
of a limited war being fought with devastating weapons. 

When the French decided to produce the weapon a year ago, we criticised the 
move pointing out that the neutron bomb would add a new destructive dimension 
to the constant threat to world peace. 


Many nations of the world criticised the French but they went ahead with their 
project of destruction anyway. 


Former US President Jimmy Carter did the moralist bit and stopped production of 
the bomb by Americans. 








He won a commitment from the Russians that they too, would not work on such a. 
bomb and the world felt it was getting some breathing space, at least. 


President Reagan obviously feels the US should flex some muscle and his Defence 
Secretary, Weimberger, has argued that the only way to negotiate SALT with the 
Soviets is from a position of "strength" which must include, of course, the 


neutron bomb. 

With the American decision to produce and stockpile the bomb however, there is no 
longer a withholding lever on the Russians and, as the Kremlin has hinted, 
counter actions will be taken. 


Such counter actions predictably mean Soviet development of the neutron bomb. 


Other nuclear powers will have the same bomb in the end; so too will even lesser 
advanced countries only a matter of time. [as published] 


Because some people still argue that the neutron bomb is a limited weapon, it 
will eventually be used in what will be termed a limited war. 


That will be the start of a total war which inevitably call for nuclear weapons.

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COMMENTARY ON REGULATION OF GOLD EXPORTS

[Editorial: "Talking of Gold"] 


[Text] Parliament last week passed a law making the Bank of Sierra Leone the 
only authority to export gold from this country. 


This is aimed at centralising the exporting of the yellow metal and is calculated 
to ensure that as much foreign exchange as possible comes to the government as a 
result while protecting the marketing of this very precious metal. 


Considering the desperate need for this country to get foreign exchange from any 
available source, this particular law cannot be considered negative and its over- 
all objectives are viewed positively in the national interest. 


If the move however should be successful and a good deal of circumvention of the 
regulations should not occur it is important that various factors must be taken 
into account. 


In the first place the gold prospector who has been used to dealing wita outside 
market however clandestinely or otherwise, will expect the Bank of Sierra Leone 
to offer him satisfactory rates for his gold. 


Minister of Mines Mr Hassan Gbassay Kanu has hastened to assure that the Bank 
will adhere to the internationally approved prices of gold and that should help 
a good deal. 


It would make no sense if when the world price of gold is fixed at a particular 
level the Central Bank in Sierra Leone offers anything below that level. 


In fact, as an incentive, the Bank would do a lot better towards curbing illicit 
exportation of gold if it offered more attractive conditions in the local market 


while it caters for its dearly sought foreign exchange. 


It is also a good suggestion that the customer in Sierra Leone be paid in part 
in foreign exchange as yet another attraction. 


If the object of the Law is to reduce smuggling of gold as much as possible then 
the rules governing enticement and satisfaction in business have to be scrupu- 
lously observed as much as possible.

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NEED FOR DEVELOPMENT WORK PLAN FOR UNEMPLOYED YOUTH STRESSED

[Summary] When he opened the sixth session of the national council of the Youth 
Union which began in the city of Tanga early this week, the deputy director general 
of the Revolutionary Party [CCM], Allen Heri, asked the union to develop means of 
bringing together the youth to ensure that all take part fully in the development 
of the national economy. 


Recently, the minister of state in the Vice President's Office for economic affairs, 
who is also a member of the central committee of the party, Kighoma Malima, asked 
the Youth Union to establish a procedure for registering all unemployed youth with 
the capacity to work and set up a brigade to produce goods and do other important 
work for the country's development. 


The registration of these youth, as Minister Malima advised, should proceed 
simultaneously with important development tasks which can be carried out in various 
areas of the country. Examples are the cutting of sisal plants, the digging of 
irrigation ditches on farms, the proper maintenance of villages and the cultivation 
of fruits and vegetables. 


These are some of the tasks which can be done by our youth who up to now have been 
unemployed. We believe that it is not in the agricultural sector alone that the 
strength of these youths can be used. With good programs, good leadership and the 
help which is required, our youths can be engaged in other tasks, like operating 
small enterprises and fishing. 


[It would be well if the youth union would maintain a procedure which would make 
it possible for all working age youth to work, make their contribution to the 
development of our nation and raise their standard of living. But it would be 
better if the government would also recognize the importance of this matter. 


A large country like ours with sufficient land suitable for agriculture must have 
the capability to be self-sufficient in many things, and especially in food, if 
only we have a firm plan to use the strength of the youth of this country. 
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
